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Loading a plurality of images in a PSoC memory. 
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Configuring a PSoC in accordance with a first configuration image. 
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Performing functions in accordance with the first configuration 

image. 
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Reconfiguring a PSoC in accordance with a second configuration 

image. 
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Executing functions in accordance with the second configuration 

image. 
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Prouiding an interface for selecting applicable user modules. 
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Generating application files automatically. 
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Facilitating programming of the desired functionality for a 

target deuice. 






Executing an assembler process. 
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Building a target deuice within the PSoC tool. 
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Emulating a target deuice configuration. 
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Loading a configuration image generated by the PSoC Tool into 
memory of a PSoC target deuice. 
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
